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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's assertion that eBay.com does not disclose the predefined feedback portion of the limitation. eBay.com discloses the 
Feedback Forum, wherein a first user leaving feedback about a second user, via a comment relating to a buy or sell transaction with the 
second user. In addition, the user leaving the comment is asked whether the comment is positive, negative, or neutral, wherein a user 
selection of one of these three (3) predefined terms indeed constitutes an indicator associated with the predefined comments. 

Applicant also argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have had any motivation to combine the eBay.com reference with the 
Fuerst and Falk references, since Fuerst and Falk are dealing with responses to questions of a survey, which is not related to opinions 
expressed as predefined feedback selections for online purchasing. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or. if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular 
problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re 
Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Fuerst, Falk et al. and the Feedback Forum are all concerned 
with collecting feedback from users in an on-line environment and are thus clearly related. 
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
